Motorists’ 
Financial 


Law Ready 


On October 14th every Michi- 
gan motorist will be affected by 
an important revision of the Mo- 
tor Vehicle Financial Responsi- 
bility Law, it was pointed out by 
local insurance men this week. 

This revision greatly increases 
the financial responsibility a 
motorist must assume as a. car 
owner or operator in Michigan. 


The law now states that a mo- 


torist having ‘an accident invol- 


ving bodily injury or death, or 
damage to the property of oth- 
ers of $100 or more, must fur- 
nish evidence of his ability to 


- pay up to $10,000. That’s for one 


person injured or killed. 

He must be able to pay up to 
$20,000 for two or more per- 
sons injured or killed (subject 
to the same limit of $10,000 for 
each person) and $5,000 for da- 
mage to the property of others. 

After that you must ‘prepare 
to maintain evidence of your ab- 
ility to pay up to ‘$25,000 in fu- 
ture accidents. : : 

If a motorist fails to comply 
with these requirements, he may 
lose his license and registration.

Kast Jordan Youth Programs Sponsored by Community Chest 


East Jordan’s summer recrea- 
tional program sponsored by the 


_loeal Community Chest has be- 


come an increasingly integral 
part of the community’s. welfare 
as greater numbers of young- 
sters and oldsters alike take part 
in a wide variety of wholesome 
activities. ; 

For a community of its size, 
East Jordan can well be proud of 
the soundness of its recreational 
planning and development. 

Starting seven years ago with 
the hiring of-its first full-time 
summer recreational leader, Dan 
Devine, now head coach at Ar- 
izona State at Tempe, Arizona, 
East Jordan has developed a sum- 
mer recreational program sur- 
passed by few of comparable size 
in Michigan. 

One of the committees ap- 
pointed by the Chest is the Re- 
creation Planning Committee, 
this year headed by Vale Gee 
and made up of Leo Sommer- 
ville, Alex Sinclair and Keith 
Annear. 

This committee aids in the 
planning of the summer program, 
which has been under the direc- 
tion of Coach Gayle Saxton the 
past three summers, 


SPECIAL emphasis has been 


placed on handicraft, camping, 
junior softball, and square dan- 
eing during the past summer. 
Other activities receiving atten- 
tion of the committee and incor- 
porated into the program include 


swimming, tennis, bat tennis, 
badminton, tetherball, play- 
ground activities, shuffleboard, 


horse-shoe pitching, and hiking. 

Cooperation with other youth 
organizations in providing act- 
ivities for youth has always been 
the policy of- the Chest. It is 
their expressed desire. to help 
promote an extensive program 
that will benefit the greatest 
number of people in the com- 
munity. 
SUMMER CAMPING 

During the past summer, East 
Jordan went all out in its ef- 
fort to provide camping exper- 
iences for the boys and girls of 
the community. All told 140 
East Jordan youngsters were gi- 
ven opportunity to attend a sum- 
mer recreational camp. 

Camping, as a major recrea- 
tional project, first got its start 
here back in the summer of 1950, 
when the Community Chest join- 
ed with the Recreation Depart- 
ment of Boyne City, Pellston 
and Petoskey in the sponsoring 
of a summer camp for boys at 


\ 


Camp Ocqueoc, located just off 
US-23, 26 miles south of Che- 
boygan. 

During the ensuing six years, 
East Jordan has sent 256 boys, 
ranging in age from 8 to 14 
years, to Camp Oicqueoc. A film 
portraying camp life during that 
period is available free of charge 
to any organization which de- 
sires it. 

Among :the activities provid- 
ed for the boys are: swimming, 
fishing, movies, arts and crafts 
including leather craft, camp 


fire programs, athletics, hiking, © 
treasure hunts, nature study and 


excursions. ‘ez 

CAMP OCQUEOC is a former 
Cc. C. C. Camp, well equipped to 
take care of 150 campers each 
session. Two sessions are gener- 
ally held each year. This policy 
was necessitated after the first 
year because of the popularity 
of the camp. : 


The camp is usually held dur- 


ing the first two weeks of June 
and its staff is made up of facul- 
ty members of the high schools 
of the various cities taking part. 

Robert Woodruff, long asso- 
ciated with youth work in. Pet- 
oskey and a member of the Pet- 
oskey high school faculty, ori- 


ginated the Camp Ocqueoc idea 
and has served as the camp dir- 
ector through six successful 
years of opération. 

During this period Gayle Sax- 
ten, Dan Devine, John Downing, 


“and Parker Seiler have served at 


one time or another 
counselors. 

The camp fee has remained 
enly $10 through the years. This 


as camp 


-fee includes the boy’s pre-camp 
physical examination, his camp’ 


insurance, transportation to and 
from camp, handicraft supplies, 
food and lodging. ; 

East Jordan girls too have be- 
nefited from camp activities pro- 
vided for them the. past three 
summers. During the past sum- 
mer, the East Jordan Girl 
Scouts, aided by cocperation on 
the part of the local Community 
Chest, sent a record number of 
80 girls to Camp Charlevoix for 
a week’s stay. 

Mrs. Edgar Bowerman, ser- 
ved as the camp director and was 
assisted by many of the mothers 
and other interested individuals. 

Prior to this year, the girls 
had had their camp at the Church 
of God Camp near. Charlevoix 
the two previous summers. 

Camping activities paralleled 
those for the boys and it is hop- 


ed that the interest in girls camp- 
ing will continue to grow as it 
has during the past three or four 
years. : 

SOFTBALL 

East Jordan has had a well- 
lighted softball field on the West 
Side during the past three years 
as a result of a drive spearhead- 
ed by Vale Gee. In the spring of 
1953 lights were added for night 
play. The weil-kept, neatly-mow- 
ed ball park gives a fine im- 
pression to the many summer 
visitors, who pass by when en- 
tering or leaving the city. 

The site has proved a mecca 
for old and. young alike during 
the hot nights of the summer, 
when one can sit in the bleach- 
ers enjoys a ball game, and at 
the same time feel refreshed by 
the comforting cool breezes that 
eemes off the lake. : 

Last summer’s softball play 


centered around an 8 team Jun- © 


ior Softball League made up of 
approximately 100 boys 15 and 
under. Besides local youngsters, 
boys. from as far away as St. 
Louis, Missouri and Atlanta, Ga. 
took part. Boys of vacationers 
and summer visitors were wel- 
comed and many of them took | 
advantagé of the opportunity to 
play softball. 


Interest. in girls’ softball also 
began to pick up considerably 
this past summer where as many 
as 25 girls took part in the act- 
ivity. : : 

Interest in the four-team. Rain- 
bow City league that has been 
in operation for several seasons, 
seem to die off this part summer 
as only one round of play took 
place. 

Added emphasis will again be 
given adult softball next spring 
in an effort to revive the once 
popular sport. 

Added improvements to the 
ball park has made it one of the 
finest in this area and it is hoped 
that with a revival of interest 
East Jordan may sometime in the 
near future serve as either a Dis- 
trict or Regional tournament 
center, 


HANDICRAFT 

Increasing in popularity each 
summer, has been the handicraft 
elasses held at the Tourist Park 
three afternoons each week un- 
der the direction of Mrs. Gayle 
Saxton. 

Classes were divided into age

How are Things? 


‘What goes on in our good 
land? .Well, churches have 89 
‘million members and they con- 
tribute $2% billion a year to- 
ward their work. Hospitals have 
increased their capacity 50 per 
cent in the last 20 years. ; 

Our schools have an enroll- 
ment of 33 million, of whom 234 
million are in higher education— 
55 percent more than in ‘1940. 
We spend $1-billion a year on 
our schools. We have more than 
40,000 libraries, 2500 art mus- 
eums, support 170 symphony or- 
chestras. 

There are 37,000,000 married 
couples in the U. §., and more 
than half of them have got hit- 
ched since 1940. These are hav- 
ing bigger families—nearly twice 
as many second and third child- 
ren, two-thirds again as many 
fourth children, compared with 
1940.

In May, 1944 the Odd Fellow- 
Rebekah Hospital Bed Service 
started out with two beds, three 
wheelchairs and 15 pair of crut- 
ches. . 

Within two years the equip- 
ment was increased to 8 beds, 5 
wheelchairs and 15 pairs of cru- 
tches. 

Over the years an average of 
16 beds and 12 wheelchairs per 
year were loaned out. 

This equipment is loaned to 
any one in need of it regardless 
of race, color or creed, rich or 
poor, as long as it is available. 

However, it is not loaned out 
to hospitals or convalescent

Clad in a freshly-clearied uni-

The cause of the young play- 
er’s nervousness was the reali- 
zation that once again he was a 
freshman, this time on the most 
competitive level of football, the 


Monoxide A 
Killer This 
Time of Year 


Next time you take your ear 
into the repair shop, watch the 
mechanie attach a hose to the 
tail-pipe before running the en- 
gine — he’s protecting against 
carbon monoxide. According to 
the ‘Michigan Department of 
Health the beginning of cold 
weather is the most dangerous 
time of year for this common 
poisoning hazard. ; 

Even the most efficient auto- 
mobile engine, health officials 
explain, produces about one per- 
eent carbon monoxide by volume 
of exhaust gas; enough to cause 
suffocation quickly in. an enclo- 
sed space. : 

This means, the department 
warned, that you should never 
warm up your car engine in the 
garage unless the doors are open. 
With the doors closed, a deadly 
concentration of carbon mono- 
xide can build up within a few 
minutes. The department says 
it’s also a good idea to drive with 
one window open alittle — even 
in the coldest weather. A faulty 
exhaust system can allow carbon 
monoxide to escape into the car. 


-|Sinee it is a colorless, odorless, 


tasteless gas, you might not rea- 
lize this had happened until to 
late. ‘ 

Although an automobile en- 
gine is the most frequent source 
of carbon monoxide, the depart- 
ment points out that the gas can 
result from burning any fuel 
which contains carbon — such as 
coal, gas, or oil. Whenever com- 
bustion is incomplete due to an 
inadequate supply of oxygen, 
carbon monoxide forms. 

The department goes on to re- 
commend: “Have your furnace 
or stove checked carefully be- 
fore putting it into operation for 
the winter. A little care and at- 
tention right now, may help save 
a number of lives this winter.”

well as for keeps. There are any 
number of talented young men 
eager to fill his shoes. 
USING WILL POWER 

I well remember how upset I 
was during my first year as mid- 
dle guard with the Lions in 1948. 
I was fearful that I was playing 
poorly and that every game 
would be my last. It took me a 
long time to get over that feel- 
ing. 
with. the competition so keen 
and the threat of unemployment 
always a factor, why do most of 
the topnotch collegians graduate 
into pro football instead of im- 
mediately embarking on a busi- 
ness or professional career? 

There are several answers. 
One is the pay, which for an es- 
tablished star of the first rank 
can run up to-$20.000 for six 
months’ work. Others are the 
glamour, the ‘opportunity to 
make contacts for business pos- 
itions later and the strong desire 
te prove worth as one of the 
best 400 players in the country. 

In addition, there is love for 
the game, which I still have, well 
over 800 pounds of it. It takes a 
lot of will power for’me not to 
get on.the field with the Lions 
again, but I’m going to limit my 
football to assisting in broad- 
casting the games and writing 
this weekly column on pro ball 
and the Lions. I’ll have a lot to 
tell in the ensuing weeks. 


Many Fires 
Caused by - 


Gasoline 


. When the homemaker borrows 
a gallon of gasoline from the 
storage tank to do some dry 
cleaning in the kitchen, she is in 
almost as much danger as if she 
were playing with 88 pounds of 
dynamite. 

That’s. the word from Ed Reb- 
man, Charlevoix county agricul- 
tural. agent, in calling attention 
to Fire Prevention Week, Oct. 
9-15. 

Many fires in farm homes are 
eaused by using gasoline as a 
eleaning fluid. Hard rubbing of 
material often generates static 
electricity. And’the spark causes 
the explosion of the gasoline va- 
por, explains Richard Pfister, ex- 
tension agricultural engineer at 
Michigan State University. 

-Gasoline vapor is three times 
heavier than air, he adds, and it 
will float along near the floor or: 
drop to the basement where a 
gas burner or a floor furnace 
will cause a violent explosion eq- 
ual to 83 pounds of dynamite. 

Tf carbon tetrichloride is used 

as a cleaning material, cautions 
Pfister, remember that it is very 
texic. It should be used outside 
and the fumes should not be in- 
haled. 
‘Pfister says that several ef- 
fective. cleaners are available 
that are safer and are much 
less toxic. In any case, he warns 
read the label on any chemical 
cleaning compound you buy and 
heed its instructions.

On account of low priced 
Montmorency cherries, some gro- 
wers are talking about planting 
sweets. Political maneuvers run 
the -price of sours way up a few 
years ago and this year the price 
of sweets were low. 

Ludington sweet cherry gro- 
wers at one time years ago en- 
joyed a shipping trade. Today 
the scourge of brown rot can- 
not be over come to an extent 
where their sweets can be ship- 
ped to the fresh fruit market. 

The planting site for sweets 
should be elevated and sloping 
to the west as the sweets do not 


wind whip. The sweets need more. 


air drainage and should be plant- 
ed thirty feet apart or else they 
rot easily. 

On real good soil the Bing 
grows too large and cracks eas- 
ily. The Schmidt is the blackest 
of all and does not crack but is 
sometimes a shy bearer. The Na- 
poleon yellow is the best and 
most productive for marchino 
cherries.
